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1000 challenge Klan at statehouse rally

About 23 Klansmen (and one 
Klanswoman) performed their traveling 
roadshow on the steps of the statehouse 
October 23. But the Klansfolk were met 
with a resounding show of opposition by 
a crowd of anti-Klan protestors estimated 
at 1000 -- and a coordinated team of 
police officers possibly. half as large 
designed to keep the two groups from 
one another 

But despite the intensity of feelings 
and the message of hate, the result was 
much different than when the Kian last 
marched in Columbus, in 1977. Then, a 
melee began when Klan marchers and 
protesters confronted one another. 

But police, learning from the lessons 
of 1977 and a Klan rally two weeks ago 
in Indianapolis, had the Klansmen 
shielded from the protesters with fencing 


site was restricted, and metal detectors 
were set up at the lone entryway 
Troopers seized 107 weapons, includ 
ing chains, knives, chemical spray 
spikes and handcuffs. No guns were 
found, although it is believed that the 
metal detectors did deter some persons 


from going onto the site. e 


Despite the hostilities-on-both-sides 
the rally was substantially uneventful 

Only six people were arrested -- one 
on the statehouse grounds, -and five. in 
the-rally area after the event, Those ar- 
rested were Charged with misdemeanor 
assault or resisting arrest. Two people 
were injured, including a deputy sheriff 
who was bitten and scratched when the 
crowd attempted to push down a fence 
separating the Klansmen. One woman 
suffered injuries when she was pushed 
down after the rally. 


The peace was kept by an inter- 
departmental group including Columbus 
police officers; Franklin County deputy 
sheriffs; the Bureau of Criminal Investiga- 
tion, and the State Highway Patrol. There 
was no formal tally released of the num- 
ber of police officers \inging the site -- 
with some officers even stationed in the 
City Center Mall, on the othg side of the 
Staging area.’ But Ron Keller, a press 
aide to the Capital Square Commission 
which had authorized the Klan rally, gave 
an informal number

Public officials, including Mayor Greg 
Lashutka and the director of public safety 
Leonard Keller, had urged public citizens 
not to go down to the Kian rally. Buta

The crowd, chanting slogans such as 
"Klan go home" and "no justice, no 
peace,” attempted to drown out the 
speeches of the Klansmen. Bu the mes 
Sage of the Klan came through 

"To hell with all you AlIDS-carrying race 
mixers," Ed Novak, an Illinois Klan official 
who spoke at the rally, said. The efforts 
of the crowd would not be successful in 
blunting the thrust of the Kian movement 
Novak asserted 


"The Klan was here yesterday, the 
Klan is here today, and the Kian will be 
here tomorrow," Novak said 

The rally was sponsored by the 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, one of 
several offshoots of the Klan nationwide. 


The statehouse rally was the Klan's 
second that day. The Kian had traveled 
60 miles from Wilmington in south- 
western Ohio, where the 24 Klan sup- 
porters were met by a crowd of 250 
anti-Klan protestors.

who was appointed to serve on the 
Commission by Ohio House of, 
Representatives Speaker Vern 
Riffe on Aug. 2, replaces |. Ray 
Miller, former representative of the 
22nd House District, as chair of the 
Commission e 

Miller is highly esteemed forthe 
role he played in creating the Com- 
mission on Minority Health, and for 
the accomplishments he was in- 
strumental in achieving. 

"Ray's footprints will be difficult 
to fill. He achieved a number of 
remarkable accomplishments 
while he was chair of the Commis- 
sion, That the Commission exists 
at all is largely due to Ray's tena-

While those activities 
were successful in getting PHP to 
extend the contract periods for the 
three medical institutions to the 
end of this year, Beatty does not 
see this short term extension as a 
major success or major conces- 
sion by PHP. 

"The exclusions ‘by PHP seem 
to serid a message about the future 
of health care within some of.the 
underserved and often economi- 
cally disadvantaged.neighbor- 
hoods within the 21st District and 
other districts as well. It is ominous 
and threatening, The message 
seems to signal a move to greatly 
reduce or eliminate health care 
services within some geographic 
areas," Beatty said 

Beatty points out minority health 
care is an eminent consideration 
as it relates to our state's diverse 
ethnic and cultural groups, 
Minorities and economically disad- 
vantaged people are the last to 
seek health care services. They 
are often uninsured and therefore 
incorporate a group at highyisk. 


“There are also issues relating 
to teenage pregnancies and 
parenting, infant mortality rates, 
AIDS, the prevalence of drug 
usage (which cupent statistics in- 
dicate is growing). long term health 
care for the elderly and affordable 
health care to the greatest possible 
number are among important is- 
sues we must continue to address 
with vigor," said Beatty. "We must 
keep our eyes and intellects 
focused on long term health care 
Standars which address needs 
specific to the diverse ethnic 
populations within our nation and 
certainly within the State of Ohio. 
Health care reform is vital if we are 
to achieve a qualitative change in 
the lives -- and most especially the 
good health -- of those persons 
cufrently underserved." 

Beatty, in his 12-year tenure 
serving the Columbus community 
as a state representative, is by his- 
tory known to undertake and tena- 
ciously represent the causes of his 
constituencies. Beatty's districts 
have been diverse in the ethnic 
and economic compositions they 
have comprised. He has always 
been sensitive and equitable in ad-

His 
performance over the past 20 months has clearly 
earned him election to a full term. 

Portman, on the other hand, is the council's dean, 
who has served since 1965. Despite his age, Portman 
remains an active council member, who has worked

A problem of perspective 


hen whites and Blacks look at events, there 
is often such a radically 

different perspective that 
one could logically wonder if we're 


observing the same things. 


it seems that there is a problem of 
perspective. Blacks ‘and whites in 
this nation often see the world 
through a different pair of glasses. 

The difference is exemplified by a 
column written by Dick Feagler in the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer. He is a self- 
proclaimed "55-year-old white man" 
who harkens back to a simpler time 
when the issues of sy and wrong were -- at least to 
him -- more clearly defined. Civil rights movement, OK; 
violence in the streets, wrong. That is a perspective 
with-which we can agree. 

But when he discusses the decisions to acquit 
Damian Williams and Henry Watson of the most 
serioUs charges in the Denny beating -- while convict- 

ing them of charges that could have Williams incar- 
cerated for up to eight more years -- the differences in 
perspective become radically clear. 

He said that the verdict was "dictated by the’ war- 
lords of the slums.” In other words, no rational jury 
could come to the conclusion that Williams and Watson 
were not guilty of every charge that the prosecutors 
had decided to heap upon them. 

"The Reginald Denny jury was not a jury of 
anybody's peers," Feagler asserted. “It was a jury of 
everybody's fears." Justice, we learned from Feagler, 
is not served unless the result is the result that his 
vengeance demanded. 

There was no mention in his article that Denny 
Substantially agreed with the verdicts; that he accepted 
the fact that Watson was clearly less culpable than 
Williams, and believed he should be set free: and that 
this jury --- which was “held for ransom with a good to 
its head (presumably by those evil "warlords of the 
slums" who were Feaglers bogeymen)" -- 
courageously convicted both men of some offenses. 

Nor did Feagler mention that Damian Williams and 
Henry Watson .had already served 18 months in jail, 
after they were unable to come up with a $580,000 
bond; or that Watson was ultimately convicted of a 
misdemeanor assault, for which the maximum penalty 
iS six months -- one-third the length of time he has 
already served: or that the police officers in the King 
beating case were réleased on their own recognizance 
and, after their conviction on federal charges, will 
receive sentences far less than Damian Williams is 
likely to receive. No, Feagler said. "the verdict was 
based on a simple equation. White cops beat Rodney 
King. Black punik$ beat Reginald Denny. Two wrongs 
make a right, no matter what your mother told you." 

This is a common perception among whites. And it 
extends beyond the Denny beating case. When a 
predominately-Black jury convicted Marion Barry of 
one misdemeanor drug offense when he was caught, 
on videotape, in a federal sting. some white reporters 
and columnists were outraged. But there was no 
similar outrage when John Delorean was acquitted of 


drug dealing after he was caught, on videotape, ina

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similar sting operation. 

And.there was no sense among the white reporters 
and commentators that the entire jury system was 
somehow corrupt, or that racism and fear had 
motivated a Simi Valley jury, when four white police 
officers were acquitted in the beating of Rodney King. 

In fact, itis becoming increasingly clear inthe Denny 
case that the outrage being directed at the results of 

the trial is Tio! really a function of the verdicts themsel- 
ves. As Williams’ attorney, Edi Faal, said in the wake 
of the verdicts, Williams and Watson had become 
symbols for the entire devastating riot, in which $1 
billion in property went up in flames and looting and 58 
persons were killed. To many, retribution required 
Williams and Watson to bear the entire weight of the 
criminality that erupted in those ugly days of rage. 

Damian Williams will, undoubtedly, spend a total of 
10 years in jail for what he did to Reginald Denny. 
Henry Watson has already spent 18 months in jail for 
it. And others who were arrested -- a majority of them 
hispanic rather than Black, and with many whites in- 
volved as well, in opposition to what Feagler would 
have us believe -- have already seen their cases go 
through the criminal justice system, and others will be 
tried in the future. 

Only in America would a man call the conviction on 
a charge of mayhem four assaults and a 10-year 
sentence “ripping the blindfold from the face of justice 
and throwing her to the mob as a peace offering," as 
Feagler said. 

Feagler said, "| am white and worried and | would 
like to talk to somebody black who is worried.” Well, 
Mr. Feagler, | am worried too. Maybe | am the kind of 
Black person he despises -- the "smug, self-appointed 
community leaders who make a living in the victim 
business telling their constituents it's all my fault," but 
| don't think so, 

| view what Watson and Williams did as wrong, and 
believe that they should be punished for it. 

| view the death and destruction in Las Angeles on 
those fateful days as a waste and a tragedy. 

! would hope for the kind of reconciliation and justice 
which will bring true peace to America’s body politic, 

But in order to have that kind of peace, we need to 
be looking at the same events through the same 
glasses, And one -- or both -- of our lenses are horribly 
cracked and scarred.

As aresult of monies provided by 
1@ Columbus Urban League's 
SUL) litigation fund-and the inves- 
jative work of a local television 
ation, Donna Edmond recently 
ceived an $18,000 settlement for 

housing discrimination lawsuit 
hich she filed against Martin and 
velyn DeBellis, owners of a rental 
nit on Dennison Avenue 

Ms. Edmond, an African- 
merican and graduate student at 
he Ohio state University, brought 
@ action against the owners after 
ging denied the opportunity to rent 
6 unit on Dennison Avenue in Vic- 
rian Village. Believing the denial 
as based on her race, Edmond 


contacted WCMH-TV which then 
contacted the CUL. 

The CUL's Fair Housing Depart- 
ment maintains a special litigation 
fund to assist clients with dis- 
crimination lawsuits. The monies in 
the fund allowed the League to refer 
Edmond to attorney Alexander 
Spater who filed for a temporary 
restraining order to prohibit the 
owner from renting the unit, 
Negotiations befween the parties 
resulted in the owner renting the 
unit to Ms, Edmond. 

In addition, investigation into the 
claim, which included review of 
video tape made by an investigative 
team from WCMH-TV and informa 
tion provided by all parties, 


resulted in a settlement agreement. 
the settlement included legal fees 
and reimbursement of costs which 
had been covered by the League's 
litigation fund, 

The Columbus Urban League's 
litigation fund is designed to assist 
individuals who are unable to afford 
counsel, but who appear to have a 
legitimate discrimination complaint 
with evidence to support their 
claims.
